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In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that Dornbush does not explicity teach "complete course work". In response to Applicant's 
argument, in the boardest sense means the time allocated for a course, after this predetermined time period the course will end. For 
example, when students are taking a particular lesson, a certain time period is dedicated for such a lesson.

Applicant argued in substance that Dornbush does not explicity teach "activity selections pointed as component learning 
experiences". In response to Applicant's arguments, refer to Fig 3, the users can select from a pluraity of activities such as taking quiz, 
enter a lesson etc. and these selected activities are components of learning experiences.
